Almost everyone in the riding} 
assumes that Attorney-General | 
Robert Bonner will win — but! 
not many are saying they will | 
vote for him.

Instead, there is a general | 
edndemnation of Lahtnel nin ere 
arrogance"; for the byelection} 
call itself; for running an out-} 
sider rejected in his own area;

In Canada any such threat would be 
“hollow” for the simple reason that our 
federal government has no power to 
impose controls. We have other prob- 
lems; for example, guidelines appropri- 
ate for Ontario might be unrealistic for 
Nova Scotia. Again heavy foreign 
demand might be pushing up profits and 
incomes of export industries. Would this 
be permissible, and how would. it be 
explained to the public, when other 
prices. and profits were being kept down? 


Basic Instruments 


Main reliance in the report is on thé 
basic instruments of fiscal and monetary 
policy.‘ The council believes that they 
have been used too exclusively in the 
past for the correction of minor, short 
term fluctuations and might be employed 
more effectively ‘‘to stabilize. larger 
economic fluctuations over longer 
periods.” But, whatever their imperfec- 
tions, they remain the indispensables to 
be supplemented by a variety of new and 
improved policies on the supply and 
planning side. 

For the better 
policies, the council recommends regular 
autumn_meetings of finance ministers. 
They should have at their disposal more 
information and they should have it 
eariler. Dr. Deutsch hopes to set an 
example with the annual review which 
surveys the middle and long term 
prospects. The economic white paper, 
now appearing with the budgets should be 
published months earlier for the guid- 
ance both of the ministers and general 
public. (This would doubtless necessitate 
a stipplement at budget time.) In 
addition, the dates of publication of the 
annual surveys of capital investment 
intentions should be. advanced for the 


same reason. 


The emphasis here is not simply on 
closed meetings of. ministers; it is on 


coordination of 


public discussion. Dr. Deutsch wants an 
“open season’ of economic argument 
before the appearance in the spring of 
federal and provincial budgé@ts. He also 
favors a standing joint committee of the 
two Houses to conduct hearings on these 
various reports; very much as the 
committee on the public accounts now 
deals with reports of the auditor-general. 


Independent Research 


But the Economic Council is not 
charged with the analysis of immediate 
economic trends: and prospects. For this 
purpose, it would like to —see——the 
emergence in Canada of an independent 
research institute to provide, through 
periodic published reviews; an objective 
basis for discussion of current economic 
conditions imcluding price and wage 
_ developments. This would be so organ- 
ized as to be independent either . of 
government or of any special interest. 

As compared with its predecessors, 
this is a very detailed report and there 
may be an inconsistency in two of its 
noteworthy observations. Thus the coun- 
cil draws attention (Page 132) to the fact 
that collective bargaining this year was 
influenced far more than usual by very 
large settlements in. the public sector 
(e.g. the Seaway and Longshoremen's 
disputes). But when treating of demands 


for wage parity with the United States, it _ 


is considerably less emphatic.. While, 
pointing to the great productivity gap 
between the two countries and warning 
that things c&nnot be changed overnight, 
the report also comments: “It is 
apparent that the Canadian economy is 
able to support a limited number of 
parity situations."’ The argument and the 
publicity surrounding it, need not, in the 
council's view be a “cause for undue 
alarm.” 


Difficult To Measure 


The reasoning seems to be that 
settlements involving government 
achieve much more publicity than those 
involving wage parity, freely negotiated. 
One would suppose, however, that the 
achievements’ of the steel workers would 
be reasonably well-known throughout the 
union movement and that one demand 
would lead fairly speedily to another, 
There are of course great differences in 
the productivity of different industries 
but, as the council has elsewhere 
cautioned, productivity is very difficult 
to measure.

Possibilities Seen for a Milder Chinese-U.S. Climate 


to settle realistically down to the task of 
confronting China’s problems. 

Victory in this struggle will fall in the 
end to the realists because the problems 
are bound to prove more durable than 
Mao’s’. doctrines. But this victory may 
take time. A wise Chinaman told a 
French reporter last year that “‘someone 
reliable” from the Central Committee

really matter who he is. “They are all 
reliable,” the Chinaman explained, “or 
they wouldn’t be there.” 

But when the realists finally do take 
the reins. the Chinese will be anxious to 
puncture the ring of isolation that has 
settled around them. As they start 
looking for friends, the United States 
may well prove to be a likelier candidate 
than the Soviet Union. 

The Communist split is compounded 
of many divergences that will fade with 
time. But it springs also from an 
historic, persisting conflict. Since 1567 
when two Cossacks made their way into 
Peking, the Russians have been relying 
on soft governments fo pres$ their way 
across Asia. They ravaged. Manchuria as 
recently as 1946. Chinese and Soviet 
troops are faced off now at many points 
along their 3,000 miles of common 
border. 3 


The record of American relations with 
China is an agreeable one by compari- 
son. The Red Guards’ purge of their 
nation’s past cannot obliterate. the record 
of the “Open Door’’ policy and the close 
wartime alliance. 

The Red Chinese have dismissed

The Young How to Behave?

No doubt like a lot of other people in this 
community, I find myself looking two ways 
when incidents of extremely bad behaviour 
occur among the young of - 
this region. 

My first reaction is to 
grow angry and. say: 
“Let's crack down on these 

» punks.” 

a Then a crackdown 
takes plac®. I-reverse my 
emotional collar, breathe 
deep the air of Christian 
charity, consider the kids 
who hdve Janded_ inthe 
pokey and‘say: ‘What can 
we do for these unfortunates? How can we 
help restore them’ to decent society."” 

My original rightcous indignation and my 
succeeding ‘‘nice-Nellyism’” seem a little 
contradictory to me. They’re the same kids in 
both cases, each with individual differences 

From what I have .read and what'I have 
heard, I'm conyinced that there is no single 
cause of what we call juvenile delinquency 
and that there is no single cure. Generalities in 
analysis or in treatment are of strictly limited 
value. 

It ‘is also my conviction that people of my 
«age don't get through to the youngsters 
, causing trouble and getting into trouble. We 

live on the same globe but in different worlds. 
We often use the same words gut we speak 
different languages. =.

“ Uniler these circumstanges, it has seemed 
to me that the most practical approach to the 
delinquency question might eventually be made 
by “the generation which includes the delin- 

+ Quents, That statement requires qualification, 
also. I’m told that the young people who don’t 
get into trouble are as remote from the hard 
core young “‘hoods’’ as is an older generation. 

At the same time they share to some 
degree a vernacular and words have the 
connotation common’ to them among age 

- groupings. The youth of both, moreover, should 
tend to avoid the fairly normal hostility of the 
young toward the viewpoints and attitudes of 
the adult. Both know thatthe old man’’ is a

relationship between a father and his children 
is agreeable, he's a pretty good square, while 
where the relationship is bad, he’s a miserable

»J/ have been told, also, that the influence of 
the peer group is important—that it mafters to

‘them for his particular characteristics and 
accomplishments. 
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On this basis, a local organization led by 
people short years out of their teens for teens 
who found it difficult to conform to the usual 
adult-modelled development system seemed to 
have some prontise. I have had no direct 
connection with the local organization, but I 
understand: jt was hot strong financially. I 
have wondered, on occasion, if it knew where 


it was heading or what its purposes were, — 


other than to provide a roof under which some 
people in their teens could assemble and talk. 

Now, as a newspaper reader, I'm informéd 
that a few odd balls have wrecked the joint. I 
don’t know whether the vandalism was 
attributable to liquor or whether destructive 
young people followed an ‘old stereotype to 
use the excuse of being liquored-up to smash 
things.

I'm told that when some of the boys 
suspected of causing the damage returned 
later to watch the non-destructive members 
clean up the mess, that the latter were soft in 
their impeachment.

The soft approach may have been more 
effective than a punch in.the nose might have 
been., With some, quiet censure accomplishes 
more than. physical violence. :

But I’m Jeft wondering if our young 
People, those who don’t get into trouble and 
the ones we expect to take over important roles 
in-the-ecommunity-in-a-few years, will be able 
fo generate a program that wilF emphasize the 
constructive rather than the destructive for 
their maladjusted peers. The boys at Brannan 
Lake, you may have noticed, did quite a job of 
cone harvesting when they were enlisted for 
the job. And kids aren't sent to Brannan Lake 
for helping old ladies across busy streets. 
.When they come out of Brannan Lake they 
don’t all turn to a vocation of helping ‘old 
ladies across busy streets, either.

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Reconsidering 


Its Nuclear Power Role 


NEW DELHI — A group of 
intellectuals has just eom- 
pleted this country's first 
seminar on nuclear weapons 
and foreign policy and = the 
consensus was that if India 
didn't start making a nuclear 
bomb now she should at least 
keep her technology geared to 
@ weapons program for the 
time that she might. 

After a week-long closed 
meeting the seminar reported 
that “the majority stressed 
that a power gap Had already 
emerged between India and 
China which could be bridged 
only by building up a powerful 
deterrence of some kind." 

Although the seminar long 
had been. planned _ by ethe 
Indian_ School ‘of International 
Studies here it actually was 
held not Jong after China had 
announced’ she; had tested not 
only another nuclear device 
but a missile carrier as well. 

And while the seminar's 
participants were discussing 
going nuclear here in New 
Delhi, India’s diplomats at the 
United Nations were balking 
at signing an _ international 
agreement -against nuclear 
proliferation on the argument 
that it served mainly to 
advantage the five nuclear 
“haves and _ discriminated 
against” the nuclear “have 
nots." 


On the official record, both 
prime Minister Indira Ganani 
and Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion Chairman Vikram 
Sarabhai are dead opposed to 
India going nuclear. They .in- 
sist that India simply hasn't 
the resources to both try and 
develop this» hard-pressed 
nation and go into the fabu- 
lously expensive atomic 
energy business as well. 

Although they don’t say it 
publicly, they certainly must 
realize that the aid-giving 
nations on whom India still is 
very much dependent might 
ask “what gives”’ If India 
were ‘to take their largesse 
with one hand and spend it on 
“Juxurious nuclear gimmicks” 
with the other. 

Despite this appealing logic 
of their leaders, more and 
more Indians are beginning to 
chafe at the increasing nu- 
clear threat from Communist 
China. 

The major ‘opposition Jan 
Sangh Party, an Orthodox 
Hindu group, urges that India 
go nuclear in its manifesto for 
next February's five-year 
general elections. The Praja 
Socialist Party, the most 
Viberal ‘and intellectual of 
India”s socialist factions, 
urges the same. So do a 
number of leaders in Mrs. 
Gandhi's own Congress Party.

In recent years Sydney

He studied extensively with 
Georges Enesco and is a 
professor .of violin at the 
Royal Academy.

We are still waiting for 
Canadians generally and offi- 
cially to grow up, to depart 
from infantile attitudes of 
thought, to stop paying 
homage to mediocrity and 
commonplaceness.

Perhaps it will seem that I 
am overstating the case but I 
firmly believe that everyone 
who asserts an ‘interest: in the 
arts and who fails to pay 
serious attention — not 
always in terms of praise — 
to Canadian artists, writers, 
magazines and endeavors, 
contributes to our backward- 
ness. ~ 

In Canada we do not have 
many (or any) statesmen; but 
we have a _ great many 
politicians who are impressed 
the 
positive, the militant and the 
multiple in public expression. 

Can it be wondered that 
they remain ignorant and 
indifferent to ward develop- 
ment of the arts when_ those 
of us who could and should 
form a solid front are so 
palidly indifferent, so lacking 
in national pride and am- 
bition.

Possibly it is not fair to fire 
such broadsides at a time 
when the Centennial spotlight 
has been. turned rather 
heavily on the arts, 

Beside my. typewriter at the 
moment lies the 1967. official 
syllabus of the Greater Vic- 
toria Music Festival.

Model for All Young Writers 


Splendidly designed, beautt- 
fully illustrated, and thorough- 
ly documented, this book is a 
model for all who wish to 
write art history and make it 
meanincful to the general 
public as well as valuable to 
the scholar. 

Any compendious history is 
obliged, of course, to sum- 
marize a great many complex 
matters in a little space. 
Rrevity here makes several of 
the critical comments ‘upon 
modern painters appear in- 
adequate or even incorrect. 

A great many of Herbert 
Siebner’s paintings are neither 


impersonal nor cold,.as Mr. 
Harper suggests, and his 
subject . matter is not re- 


stricted to the nude. 

Don Jarvis, Gordon Smith, 
Roy Kiyooka and Takao 
Tanabe (to take British Co- 
lumbia, painters as il illustra- 
tions ,of my_ point) are much 
more varied in their ap- 
proaches than this book indi- 
cates.

Secrets of Electronic 
Espionage is a fascinating 
story of the efforts of rival 
nations: to seek out .carefully 
guarded ‘secrets from each 
other by means of electronic 
equipment. 

In these days when develop- 
ments in — technology are 
occuring so swiftly, the need 
to determine the position 
which another nation has 
reached is most important, if 
national security is to be 
preserved. In time of mistrust 
a significant development in 


scientific research could com-, 


pletely upset the balance of 
power, 

To prevent such progress 
taking place without the 
knowledge of rival nations, 
individuals are employed in 
what is commonly known as 
spying. 

Why such people should be 
despised by their countrymen 
is one of those strange 
anomalies of human nature, 
for these people struggle just 
as sincerely and earnestly to 
preserve their country’s 
security as any member of 
the armed service. In fact, as 
indicated in this book they are 
sometimes one and the same. 

The book begins with the 
first steps taken during the 
1914-18 war in espionage by 
electronic means, From these 
first crude efforts the story 
traces the developments of 
radio and radar devices to the 
second world war, 

It ‘is illustrated with exciting 
events showing how the bal- 
ance of technical power 
moved from side to side with 
new offensive gadgets and 
better. counter measures. 

Some of these illustrations 
show. how a seemingly insig- 
nificant error or event can 
change the whole course _ of 
human history. 

The tale of the German 
endeavours to discover the 
State of the British radar

screen in. 1939 and the 
erroneous report which they 
received because of the fear 
of one technician is one which 
fires the imagination. In fact, 
imagination can run riot if 
one contemplates what might 
have happened had fear not 
prompted this man to take the 
easy way out. 

At this point in the book 
one’s interest is thoroughly 
aroused as the story goes on 
through the 1939-45 war, the 
deadly struggle in which the 
successes of new technical 
devices see-sawed back and 
forth. 

One side developed an elec- 
tronically controlled bomb 
with devastating results. The 
other side sought and. soon 
found methods of jamming 
the devices so that the bomb 
became useless. 

This history reveals the 
constant search for better 
electronic equipment and new 
ways and means of neutraliz- 
ing its capabilities. 

However, perhaps the most 
fascinating part of the book is 
the story of the efforts .of 
nations since 1945 to carry out 
reconnaissance sorties into 
each other's areas of secret 
operations, 


In these days when so many 


are puzzled by the events 
which seem to have oveftaken 
us, Secrets of Electronic 
Espionage! is -worth reading. 
Although it does not provide 
all the answers, it does give 
an indication of the exciting, 
progressive and perhaps fear- 
ful world in which we live. 

A good book for everyone to 
read who is ‘interested in the 
world around him.. Although 
the title suggests a highly 
technical book, it is not so and 
can be readily understood by 
all readers.

- Tricks Save Cold Cash _ 


On Your Heating Bill | 


MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) — 
An analog computer, able to 
“shrink” a 24-hour day to 14 
stconds and to duplicate elec- 
tronically the many. factors 
that affect home heating, has 
come up with three simple 
tricks for saving cold cash on 
heating. 

Lorne Nelson, a research 
engineer for’ Honeywell, Inc., 
which’ deals in temperature 
controls, and computers, too, 
said these tricks will make 
your home more comfortable 
and might save you as much 
as one-fourth of your winter 
heating bill. 

The computer, linked 
house, he explained, 
special ‘function generaters’ 
to duplicate such outdoor 
conditions as temperature, 
humidity, wind direction and 
velocity, sunshine and even 
hflls or trees around the 
house. Simply by plugging in 
different generators Nelson 
was able to duplicate _ elec- 
tronically a howling blizzard, 
* a simmering heat wave, or a

Use a céntrolled humidi- 
fier to pump extra’ moisture 
into the air.

Dry air sucks moisture out 
of wood. Door and window 
frames shrink, letting cold air 
pour im through the cracks 
as much cold air as might 
blow in if you opened the 
window an inch. 

Pumping extra moisture 
into the air expands the wood 
‘and helps close the cracks. It 
also prevents other dry-dair 
damage to furnishings amd 
makes people more comfort- 
able. 

Just don’t overdo it. Too 
much moisture can cause 
condensation on windows, 
damage paint, wet insulation:

Roman Catholic priests on 
Vancouver Island now have a 
bigger role than any, other 
priests in North America in 
the government of their 
diocese. 

Biship Remi J...De Roo, 
already known as one of the 
most progressive Canadian 
Catholic bishops, has com- 
mitted himself to govern in 
future “‘by consensus’’ of his 
priests rather than by the 
traditional method of “‘direc- 
tives and obedience."’ 

He has decided to share his 
governing authority with a 


the clergy of the Victoria 
diocese, 

The diocese covers all of 
Vancouver Island and has—a 
population of aon 30,000 
Catholics. 


Bishop De Roo's commit- 
ment does not mean the 
diocese will 


-majority vote of the priests or  - 


that he has abdicated: his role 
as bishop. 


In effect, he has committed . 


himself to act only if a 
majority of the senate goes 
along with him. He will not 
over-rule senaté decisions: But 
also he is not necessarily 
bound to accept them. 

In a move that is thought to 
be unprecedented in the Cath- 
olic Church in North America, 
Bishop De Roo has promised 
his priests, ‘I will not force a 
decision through the senate on 
my authority as bishop, unless 
it is a matter on which I am 
held ‘in obedience. 

“For example, the Second 
Vatican Council has decided 
on a renewal of the Church. If 
a majority of the senate were 
against renewal I would have 
to say, ‘Sorry Fathers, we 
have to move. It is the will of 
the church.’ 

“But other than something 
like that, I am fully com-

In setting. up the senate, 
Bishop De Roo “apparently 
went a bit beyond the recom- 
méndations of.

That council decided all 
dioceses should have a senate 
of priests but the Pope said 
the senate should have “only 
a consultative vote.”” Instead, 
Bishop De Roo has given the 
senate an actual role in the 
decision-making process. 

He has decided to share his" 
authority with what he calls 
the “presbyterate’”’ — the 
whole body of priests in the 
diocese. 

The senate replaces the old 
system of diocesan cousultors. 


These consultors were elected 
by priests and the bishop had 
to seek their advice on 
matters of diocesan govern- 
ment, but could ignore such 
advice if he wished. 

What will happen if the 
senate makes a Majority 
decision on —an- important 
matter and the bishop thinks 
the decision is wrong? 


Answered Bishop De Roo: 
“Such a situation would be a 
challenge. If such a split of 
opinion were tc occur it would 
= the situation had not 

matured. We 
and all haye to study the 
‘issue more deeply: to discover - 
the true welfare of the 
diocese. But the situation 
would be resolved in that 
manner, even if it took a long 
time, rather than by an 
arbitrary intervention, of my 


authority.”

He was 19 when the 1885 
Northwest Rebeltion broke 
out, 34 at the outbreak of the 
Boer War, 48 at the beginning 
of the First World War. 

He came to British Colum- 
bia in 1890 wher his family 
moved to Vancouver. His 
father became a contractor. 

“Vancouver was just a little 
town then,” he said. ‘There 
wasn't much to it.’’ 

Later, he followed his father 
to Victoria. 


NEVER ILL 

While he has never been 
seriously il.in his life, he has 
suffered many _ near-fatal 
accidents. The worst one was 
when the Point Ellice bridge 
collapsed. 

Both he andrhis father were 
flung clear of the streetcar 
when it crashed through the 


bridge and plunged into the 
water. His father and some 
rescuers got him ashore. 

But he suffered a perma-' 
nent injury in the accident. 
Something struck him on the 
hip anf left him with a 
twisted foot. 

In the First World War, he 
went to Britain to do his bit. 
He worked in a _ factory 
making parts for planes.

Matthew is a man who has 
seen Canada grow. 

He came to this country 
with his parents six years 
after Confederation. He was 
seven then and lived in 
Ontario where his father 
operated a sawmill. 

He was 19 when the 1885 
Northwest Rebellion broke 
out, 34 at the outbreak of the 
Boer War, 48 at the beginning 
of the First World-War. 

He came to British Colum- 
bia in 1890 when his family 
moved to Vancouver. His 
father became a contractor. 

“Vancouver was just.a little 
town then,” he said. ‘There 
wasn't much to it.” 

Later, he followed his father 
to Victoria. 


NEVER ILL 

While he has never been 
seriously il] in his life, he has 
suffered many near-fatal 
accidents. The worst one was 
when the Point Ellice bridge 
collapsed: 

Both he and his father were 
flung clear of the streetcar 
when it crashed through the 


bridge and plunged into the : 


water. His father and some 
rescuers got him ashore. 

But he suffered a perma- 
nent injury in the accident. 
Something struck him on the 
hip and left him with a 
twisted foot. 

In the First World War, he 
went to Britain to do his bit. 
He worked in a _ factory 
making parts for phanes.

A religious man and a 
music-lover, he belonged to 
the first Salvation Army band 
organized in Vancouver and in 
Victoria. He still. plays the 
piano.
